sewer system rehabilitation project 


by Ferrin Cox - Publisher 


The City of Elba is involved in an 
on-going study of plans to rehabili- 
tate the existing sewer system. In- 
cluded with this rehab is extension 
‘of service to at least 120 existing 
homes which don’t have the service 
at present. The project was started 
‘several years ago, in the Haywood 
administration. The present adminis- 
tration has continued the studies. 

Application has been made with 
‘USDA/Rural Development for a low 
interest/grant combination to fund 
the project. Elba only qualifies for a 
20% grant, thus most of the pro- 
posed $2.8 million project will be fi- 
nanced with a 40 year loan. The 
grant would be for $461,000 and the 
loan would be in the amount of 
$2,279,000, according to engineer- 
ing estimates. 

Elba city officials have continued 
to study the project and have held a 
public hearing to get community im- 
put. Only about a dozen citizens 
bothered to attend the meeting. A 
vote is expected in the near future on 
continuing the project. 

Charles Peters, of Peters Munici- 
pal Associates engineering firm, is 
managing the study and the applica- 
tions with Rural Development. 

City officials have worked close- 
ly with Peters and Rural Develop- 
ment to get approval for lower sewer 
rates than what was originally rec- 
ommended. That effort was success- 
ful, according to Elba Mayor James 
Grimes. - oe eee = eee . 

The present proposed sewer rates 
for residential users continues to be 
based on the volume of water used. 
However, the rates, which haven’t 
changed in many years, will increase 
to meet the loan repayment schedule. 

Data released by Mitchell shows 
that at present Elba’s sewer rates are 
almost the lowest in South Alabama/

Northwest Florida. However the new 
proposed rates will move the com- 
munity up with others who have had 
major sewer projects in the past few 
years. Elba’s rate would be about 
mid-stream with other South Ala- 
bama communities with updated 
sewer systems. Glaringly out of step 
with this cost is Troy and Enterprise 
which have minimums of $2.50 and 
$2.52 respectively. 

Areas to be included in the rehab 


of the major city-wide collection’ 


lines are those in the Cordelia Street 
and Brookdale Subdivision. These 
lines carry all the sewage to the la- 
goon. Collection lines on Old Sam- 
son Road and Brunson Circle are 
also included in the project. 

New extension areas include U. 
S. Hwy 84 East, Herman Driggers 
Drive, Alabama Highway 125, Mor- 
row Avenue, Alabama Highway 189 
North, Winston Street, Woodland 
Drive, Taylor Mill Road and Wayne 
Garrett Drive. 

Adding the 120 new sewer users 
will not get all Elba residents on the 
municipal sewage system. Surveys 
show that during the past 10 to 15 
years, the outward growth from the 
central district leaves approximately 
500 homes without sewer service. 
This pattern is reportedly typical of 
sprawling rural communities such as 
Elba. 

Many of the areas in town which 
don’t have sewage collection would 
possibly qualify for 50% CDBG 
grant funds. One such project failed 
to get funded this year by only a 
very few points. City officials expect 
approval when they refile for fund- 
ing on this much smaller project ear- 
ly next year. 

Engineering studies have shown 
that the present system is fast reach- 


ing capacity, due in a large part to | 


major infiltration/inflow form rain 
water runoff. Two separate studies 
have shown that as much as 40% of 
the 483,000 gallon average daily in- 
flow into the sewer lagoon is from 
storm runoff. 

With this high rate of infiltration, 
the treatment plant is approaching 
85% of it’s Capacity. Without this in- 
flow the plant would be at 48% of

capacity and have plenty of room for 
future growth. 

The study also showed that this 
system inflow was responsible for 
17 untreated waste discharges in 
1995 alone. Collapsed lines in the 
Brookdale Subdivision area were re- 
sponsible for most of these prob- 
lems. 

This area has been subject to 
many problems since the system was 
first installed. The lack of a firm 
foundation causes the short vitrified 
clay sewer pipes to take in water and 
sand at many joints. They ultimately 
cave in when enough of the “sugar 
sand” is carried away. 

The proposed system will have 
much longer, steel pipes with joints 
resting on piers to hopefully prevent 
such problems in the future. 

Engineers explain that this will 
also help cut maintenance cost. The 
intrusion of sand into the system 
shortens the life of pumping station 
impellers and reduces the efficiency 
of the entire system.

It's been difficult to listen to a 
weather report lately without getting 
the latest update on “El Nino.” 

No, El Nino isn’t some new com- 
bination platter on the menu at your 
local Mexican restaurant, 

It's a freak weather phenomenon 
that international meteorological 
experts warn could tum the world’s 
climate topsy-turvy in the next few 
months. 

At a U.N.-sponsored global cli- 
mate conference last week in 
Geneva, Switzerland, climatologists 
called the current El Nino building 
in the Pacific Ocean “the century's 
climatic event.” 

So, what exactly is El Nino? It’s 
a warming of the waters in the 
southern Pacific. El Nino is Spanish 
for “The Child” and was so named 
by Spanish fisherman for Jesus, 
because it peaks around 
Christmastime. 

In an El Nino, the warmer ocean 
pumps more moisture into the 
atmosphere. The result: major 
changes in wind and rainfall pat- 
terns, causing drought in some parts 
of the world and floods in others. 

There have been eight significant 
El Ninos since World War II. They 
occur on average every four or five 
years, but irregularly—they can be 
two years apart, or as many as 10. 

The last El Nino was 1987, caus- 
ing dry conditions in the southeast- 
ern Corn Belt. In 1988, El Nino 
reversed, bringing drought to the 
entire Corn Belt. 

In 1982-83, though, the strongest 
El Nino on record hit. The historic 
storm resulted in a dramatic swing 
in the nature’s global weather cycle 
that brought flood, fire, drought, and 
famine to five continents. The 
storm, which set off an unprecedent- 
ed number of global disasters, 
claimed some 2,000 lives and cost 
more than $13 billion in damages. 


In the U,S., the 1982-83 El Nino 
pounded the west coast, causing 
flooding, snowmelt and mud slides 
which destroyed crops, homes and 
roadways in coastal states, The 
storm drew blame for the Midwest 
drought in 1983. And in the Deep 
South, E] Nino spawned low pres- 
sure systems that brought torrential 
rains and a bloated Mississippi 
River, Driving rains hit the Gulf 
states for five months, damaging 
crops and reducing ag output. 

This year’s El Nino is expected 
to cause drought in Africa, Australia 
and Indonesia and floods in South 
America, 

For the southern U,S., including 
Alabama, an extremely soggy win- 
ter is forecast. 

The weather gurus at last week's 
conference got the world’s attention 
when they held a news conference 
warning of the strength of this El 
Nino and its potential effects on 
agricultural production. The experts 
called for funding for El Nino 
research and for pre-emptive mea- 
sures to boost food security. 

A commodity marketing expert 
for the Alabama Farmers Federation 
in Montgomery said the scientists 
are concerned the current El Nino 
will challenge the 1982-83 event as 
the strongest on record, interrupting 
the world’s food supply. 

“An interruption in our food sup- 
ply spells trouble,” says Art 
Atkinson, manager of the federa- 
tion’s commodity marketing divi- 
sion. “We live in a global market- 
place. What happens to our crops in 
the U.S. has an impact on markets 
around the world, just as foreign 
agricultural output has an impact on 
our breadbasket.” 

Food security, he says, that’s the 
bottom line,

To do something, and to do it well, 
you must first learn the basics. That is 
exactly what the annual staff at Zion 
Chapel is doing.

There are six 
picas in an inch. A bleed is a photograph 
that extends past the exterior margin to 
the edge of the page, without leaving a 
margin. A gutter is the area down the 
center of a spread where the production 
plant binds the yearbook. 

The staff of Rebel 98 has also learned 
about the roughing-it sheet. This is the 
rough draft sheet for preliminary plan- 
ning. The staff has had to place photo- 
graphs, captions, and copy on the rough- 
ing-it sheet for Mrs. Bryan to proof. The 
class quickly learned the importance of 
the eraser, and often had to redo the ear- 
ly sheets three or four times to correctly 
fit all of the elements on the two pages. 
As the old saying goes, "practice makes 
perfect", and that is what the 98 staff is 
aiming for. 

The class is made up entirely of sen- 
iors and also writes the Zion Chapel 
news page. The class has high hopes to 
make this years yearbook the best ZC 
has ever had.

The Elba Tigers found out Friday night that they could be defeated by 
any team on their schedule, no matter what happened only one year ago, as 
they traveled to Headland and lost to the Headland Rams 24-21, in a game 
the Tigers definitely could have, and should have won.

The meeting of the Coffee 
County Board of Education was 
brief and to the point last Thursday 
evening. 

Superintendent Rodger Bowden 
gave the board members an update 
on the PSCA projects now in 
progress at county schools. 

He noted that the work on the 
Zion Chapel Cafeteria is 85 percent 
complete; the renovation on New 
Brockton Elementary‘s cafeteria is 
95 percent complete; the classroom 
construction at New Brockton High 
School is 65 percent complete; and 
Kinston’s classroom is at 15 percent. 

Bowden stated that the architect 
said the projects are on schedule and 
should be completed by mid- 
December. 

He noted that low bidder on the 
kitchen equipment for the Kinston 
and Zion Chapel lunchrooms was 
Moore-Warren Equipment Company 
of Dothan. Their total bid was 
$24,830.00. The equipment will be 
paid for with Child Nutrition Pro- 
gram funds. 

On the recommendation of Super- 
intendent Bowden, the board ap- 
proved the Dual Enrollment Policy 
presented for the board’s considera- 
tion at the last meeting. 

This policy will allow students to 
attend post-secondary school receiv- 
ing credit for elective subjects at the 
college level as well as the high 
school level. 

Bowden noted that students must 
have the approval of their principal 
and the superintendent before enroll- 
ing in college courses, Also, these 
classes cannot interfere with their 
high school schedule. 

Superintendent Bowden briefed 
the board on the effect that Divisor 
+4 class capsize will have on Coffee 
County Schools, 

“I'm in total support of reducing 
class sizes. It's a wonderful con- 
cept,” said Bowden. “The problem I

He noted that county schools do 
not have any overcrowded class- 
rooms and that SAC (Southern Asso- 
ciation of Colleges) standards are 
presently being met by the system. 

The resolution passed by the State 


Board of Education sets the student- 


teacher ratio standards at a more 
stringent level than that of the SAC. 

An example of the new standards 
versus the present standard is as fol- 
lows: Alabama Limits for Grades 1- 
3 is | teacher to 18 students; the 
present SAC standards require 1 
teacher to 28 students, 

The implementation of the new 
standards is set for January 1998, 

Bowden expressed concern about 
dividing classes in the middle of a 
school year. He also estimated that 
the implementation of the new teach- 
er-student ratio would require the 
hiring of 11 new teachers and the 
construction of 11 new classrooms 
in the county school system, 

In a recent (last week)meeting of 
the state’s school superintendents, it 
was learned that a survey would be 
made in all local school systems to 
see if the implementation of the new 
standards will be possible under the 
present funding. 

There are provisions in the new 
standards for exemptions to the time- 
table of implementing the new stan- 
dards, Each request for an exemption 
will be reviewed by the State Super- 
intendent of Education on a case-by- 
case basis, 

Bottomline, Bowden told board 
members, “We will conduct the sur-
